A Similar Precedent. 

When the p¥esident invites ‘his min-

But as the members of the president’s 
family receive no salary from the gov- 
ernment—having been neither elected nor 
appointed to the positions they occupy— 
they have no official inferiors, and- when 
they entertain personally, even if tho

Mrs. Hoke Smith’s View. 

Mrs, Hoke Smith, whose four years’ res- 
idence in Washington's official life gave 
her a closer insight into those matters 
than any one on the outside could have, 
Said, when asked for her opinion:

Poor Car Service ls Madden- 
ing the People of Brook- 
lyn. 


New York, Deeember 31.—The Kings 
county grand jury made a presentment 
today on traction facilities in Brooklyn 
recommending that stéps be taken to an- 
nul the charters of the cofstifuent com- 
panies of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company and that the city acquire and 
operate the surface and- elevated lines. 
The presentment declares that present 
conditions are intolerable and contains 
the statement that the officials of the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company had 
admitted they could cure the evils, but 
were unwilling to do so. The jury ex- 
presses the opinion that the roads could 
be operated at.a profit on a 3-cent fare 
basis. The presentment says: 

“The only solution of this vexed prob- 
lem of metropolitan transportaion is mu- 
nicipal ownership and operation; of the 
means of public travel. Those street 
railways, elevated railways and tunnels, 
all the facilities of metropolitan transit 
that have ‘been given away for absolutely 
nothing in this day, should be brought 
nothing i nthis day, should be brought 
back where they naturally belong, under 
the eontrol from which they passed, the 
ownership and operation by the public. 

“We are of the opinion, also, from the 
statistics submitted to us, that expe- 
rience has demonstrated that, under pub 
lic control these railway systems would 
not only be operated efficiently for the 
purpose but that fares could be reduced 
to say 3 cents, still leaving a large net 
surplus revenue, after cost of operation 
is met, which could be applied to reduce 
general taxation.”

Shipments of Fertilizers Out 
of Charleston During this 
Season. 


Charieston, S. C., December 31.—(Spe- 
cial.)—According to estimates made by 
freight officials here, the movement of 
fertilizers out of Charleston this season 
will be the greatest on record. The in- 
crease is variously estimaitted, although 
conservative figures will, doubtless, show 
an increase of 20 per cent. This will 
bring the total shipments from this 
point up to 400,00 tons, or about 26,00 
cars. The movement will begin Monday, 
and as the business has to be handled 
in a limited period athe Southern rail- 
way and the Atlantie Coast Line will be 
taxed to their utmfost to get it shipped 
promptly to the interior. 

The enormous amount of freight being 
shipped from Charleston to the intertor, 
and the necessary delay in some in- 
stances, has led some of the business peo- 
ple to believe that the railroads are pur- 
posely discriminating against this port. 
Records from the freight department of 
the Southern and Atlantic Coast Line 
show that shipments have amounted to 
more than 60 per cent over the shipments 
for the corresponmling period of last year.

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JUDGE HILLYER 
MAKES REPORT 


ee 


Has Prepared Observations 
and Conclusions on Water 
Department. 


The annual report of Judge George Hill- 
yer, president of the board of water com- 
missioners, has been written. lt shows 
that a splendid condition of affairs pre- 
Vails in the water department. 

Chairman Hillyer’s report follows: 

‘The city has been three times menaced 
lately with destructive fires. li is fair 
to say that in one of more of these the 
loss would have gone far into the mil- 
lions if it had not been for the abundant 
supply of water, and the best pressure at 
the hydrants. You cannot put out fire 
without water and plenty of it. No mat- 
ter how active the firemen may be, they 
could not step a‘ conflagration, even if 
they had the help or Lee's and Grants 
armies, without water. After all, and at 
the bottom, it is the water that puts out 
the fire. 


New WNeservoir. 


“T again call attention‘to the necessity 
for a new reservoir. We have urged this 
matter upon the city council and upon 
the public attention for seven or erght 
years. It cannot be better stated than as 
set out in my last annual report. Let me 
Say once again that we have but a single 
reserviir.. The city has. grown so rapidly 
and consumption of water increased So 
rapidly that this one reservoir will scarce- 
ly average a week's supply. 

‘“Many things can happen to the present 
reservoir. We have Dut one. If it should 
break, and if the connections into the 
filter house should go with it, the city 
would be without water. In twelve hours’ 
time every industry in the city would 
have to stop, and in three days men and 
animals would have to move away in or- 
der to get drinking water. It is unwise 
and wholly without excuse for the. city 
to let this danger continue. The reservoir 
should be duplicated, and it should be 
done immediately. The city council holds 
the purse strings. The water department 
is powerless except to give warning. We 
have done so heretofore, and we now re- 
peat it with all emphasis. 


Electric Lights. 


“The dynamo and engine at station No. 
® has been worn out by use. A new and 
better one should be purchased, This will 
cost approximately $2,800. 

“T eal] attention, also, to the fact that 
a high rate—needlessly high—is paid for 
lights in the public buildings. It is con- 
fidently ‘believed that an electric light 
plant could be installed at pumping station 
No. 2 and connected by the necessary 
wires with the police station, the jail, 
the citv hall. the court house, the Grady 
hospital. most of the fire engine stations, 
the state capito! and the water works 
shops. all at-a cost of $15.900 or less. The 
prices paid by the public annually for 
lights in these buildings doubt- 
amounts to considerably more than 
Ry putting in such a plant 
the city could realize and save probably 
more than half of this expense annually. 

Electrolysis. 

again call attention to the danger 
to the water ‘pipes from elec- 
We regret to say that but littie 
has been made for guarding 
this danger. The city has three- 
a million dollars’ worth, or 
pipes and service pipes 
already laid in her streets that are beIng 
used to a greater or lesser extent to con- 
vey electric currents such as are allowed 
to escape from the wires and rails 
in their business by private companies, 
If there is any one thing that has been 
established by the progress of 
knowledge and experience it 
currents on water pipes are 
and will sooner or later 
render them unserviceable. The rapidity 
of the injurv depends alone upon the in- 
tensity of the current. I repeat just a 
word or two of what was said on this 
interesting subject in our last annual re- 
port: 

“It is useless to argue the matter. The 
proposition proves itself. The water mains 
should be, as far as possible, permanent 
and safe instead of eaten away and weak- 
ened. made so by this subtle danger. The 
existing ordinance on this subject should, 
in our judgement, be made unconstitution- 
al by making it imperative to take the

MANY WEDDINGS AND BIRTHS. 


Number of Marriages and Births in 
Atlanta During the Year Show 


Rather Large Increase. 

The young men of Atlanta did thei 
duty nobly in the matter of getting mar- 
ried last year, according to the vital sta- 
tistics obtained in the office of Dr. J. P. 
Kennedy, the health officer. The records 
show that 1,129 marriages took place dur- 
ing 1902, and of these 685 were among the 
whites and 444 were among the blacks. 
During 1901 only 874 weddings were record- 
ed, of which 501 were whites and 373 
blacks. It will, therefore, be noticed that 
the young men 
found the girls in a “weaving way.” 

The same proportion does not maintain 
in regard to births. A total of 1,076 births 
have been recorded. Of this number 689 
are whites—352 males and 337 females; 
while 387 are blacks—W8 males and 179 fe- 
males. During 1901 there was a total of 
921 births, 582 of them whites and 339 sof 
them blacks. Of the whiteg 307 were males 
and 275 were females, while of the color- 
ed 180 were males and 159 were females.

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CREAT RECORD 
IN BUILDINL 


Year Just Closed Sew Rebuild- 
ing of City’s Cen‘er 


During 1902 Building Inspector 
Pittman Issued 701 Permits for 
Dwellings, with Estimated 
Value of $976,004. 

Big Increase. 


Interesting figures regarding the build- 
ing that has been dor: in Atlanta during 
192 and during the Jast month of that 
year were obtained yesterday afternoon 
from Building Inspector Frank A. Pitt- 
man, after his office had closed for the 
day, month and year. 

During 1902, 2,818 building. permits were 
granted for structures in Rtianta. having 
an estimated value of $1,868,591. During 
1901, 2,694 permits were granted and the 
buildings erected under them had an es- 
timated value of $2,852,148. 

On the face of it the building record of 

1902 does not appear very flattering, but 
it must be remembered that the erection 
of the Whitehall street viaduct during 
the summer of 11 caused the remodeling 
of two of the central city blocks and the 
buildings erected along the viaduct are 
among the handsomest in the city. 

The record on dwellings tells a better 
story and makes a splendid showing for 
the city, particularly as there are at 
present very few vacant houses in At- 
lanta, proving that the increase in popu- 
lation justified the erection of so large a 
number of homé¢s. In 12 the building 
inspector granted 701 permits for dwell- 
ings, with an estimated value of $976,094, 
while in 1901 he issued 691 permits, the 
estimated value of the dwellings being 
$805,160, 

During December, 1902, Building Inspec- 
tor Pittman issued 196 permits for build- 
ings that have an aggregate value of 
$148,202, while during December, 1901, he 
issued 120 permits for buildings, that had 
an estimated value of $57,420, 

It is also interesting to note that the 
building record for the past two years 
shows that 5.512 permits have been issued 
for buildings that have an aggregate 
value of $4,720,739, a record that probably 
cannot be equaled by any city of Atlan- 
ta’s size and by few of twice the popula- 
tion.
